Chandra Boss, I was Chief of the Operation Staff of the 15th 
Amy (my rank was Lt-Col) stationed in Bums* After the 13th 
Amy moved to Kotaitois Area, I received • telefraphio order 
far transfer to a post on the staff of the 12th Any (Tokyo) 
in the middle of July, But the condition of transport at ion 
at that tine was so unfavourable that it was August 12 or 13 
that l could reach Saigon, if I remember rightly. Major* 
Takahashi, Chief of Staff of the rear service of the 15th 
Amy who received transfer order to e post on the stiff of 
the Amy in Chejn Island arrived at the Supply Base Billet 
in Saigon about one day after I reached there* Although 
loaders of the General Hqr*. of the South Area Army had 
already moved to Dari at at that time, we requested the staff

Bahml n , left Saigon on 
August 17 on board a liaison airplane (heavy bomber, twine- engined. Type 
II remodelled 97). and arrived at Taipei air-port a little past noon 
en the next day. 

The airplane, first scheduled te land at Heite air-port, Taiwan 

(Formosa), changed the plan en the way for flying to Taipei directly, as 

both the weather and engines had been found to be in good condition, and 

there 

extended its flight to Taipei without any notice/beforehand. 

The airplane left Taipei air-port before 2 p.m* after refueling and 
lunching. 

At the moment When the pitch of the propellers was changed after 
the plane had taken eff and risen about 20 metres above the ground, one 
petal of the three-petaied propeller of the left wing was suddenly broke*, 
and the engine fell eff. The airplane, subsequently unbalanced, crashed 
into ballast piles, beside the strip of the air-pert, for repairing 
bombed holes (Reference* Annex I),and was wrapped in flames in a moment. 

Immediately after the plane's fall, the passengers on hoard 
escaped from it, but, as the persons in the front deck (Reference: Annex II) 
were soaked with gasoline in auxiliary tanks all over their bodies, they 
suffered serious burns; Lieut.- Coloael”Shidei_ and other two men died within 
the plane. 


Mr. Bose. 
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Mr. Beae, wrapped up in flames, got off the plane; Adjutant 
Hahn in and other passengers exerted themselven to take hla clothes

- At the commencement ef the treatment, Mr. Bose said that other 
persons might as well be treated first and he would be treated last, but 
the treatment was commenced with him.

A considerable quantity of Hinger*g solution was instantly 
injected; wounds and burns were treated; and after the injections ef 
Sulfa-drugs, he was swathed from top to toe, and brought to a sick-room, 
(Beference: Annex III), 

Mr. Sene, thinking he could not li^e, asked Mi li tary- s urgeon 
Tsuruta to attend on him all night, so Tsuruta continued to sit beside the 
sick-bed. 

Until about 7 p.m. fte kept clear consciousness, and had talks 
with Adjutant Bahoin, but suddenly his consciousness was lest, and his 
heart ceased to move. In spite of several Injections of heart stimulant 
and artificial aspiration, he could not revive. 

By his side were Military-Surgeon Tsuruta, Colonel Bahai n , 
Interpreter Mafcanmra and a gendarme (as a guard) at the moment ef his 
death. (Beference: Annex IT)
